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FDA approves new drug for epilepsy 

WASHINGTON — The Food and Drug Administration announced 
approval Monday of an epilepsy drug that can be used in combination 
with other drugs taken for the disorder. 

The new drug was developed by the Pnrkc-Davis division of 
Warner-Lambert Co. of Moms Plains, N.J., and will be marketed 
under the brand name Neurontin. 

Ncurontin was approved after clinical trials of over 700 adults 
showed that it effectively -reduced the frequency of partial epileptic 
seizures when used in combination with other drugs. Side effects of 
the drug include dizziness and drowsiness, the FDA said.

Canyon goal is worth 


fighting to project 


The surest test of a community s 
commitment to a goal is whethcr- 
community leadership will risk mak- 
ing enemies for the goal’s sake. 

Such is the ease in the current dis- 
pute over construction on the Snake 
River Canyon rim. 

Patrick and Tara Desmond own 
land overlooking Pillar Falls. They 
w ant to build a house thefc. Naturally, 
they want the house close to the edge, 
where they can gaze out on the 
canyon.

" goal is-hreonflierwith an emerging 
awareness that the canyon is Twin 
Falls’ grandest public asset. 

A few months ago, the City Council 
adopted a comprehensive plan in 
which, canyon preservation is.a_kcy 
priority. It calls for holding back de- 
velopment from the canyon rim and 
establishing green belts, bike paths 
and public access points. 

Plans for these amenities arc. cm- . 
bryonic at present.. The city hardly 
. k nows what it wants to do, let alon e 

, how to do it “ 

But if any of these ideas is to have a 
chance of success, the rim will need 
to be protected now. - 

City rules say buildings should sit 
back 100 feet from the rim, unless 
special approval is granted! The 
Desmonds want to build at 35 feet.
